EW YORK, Dec. 26.—Shares of 

passenger car and truck manu- 
facturers listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange and the New York 
Curb Exchange are selling cur- 
rently at what must be accepted 
as highly favorable ratios to earn- 
ings for 1929, estimated on a con- 
servative basis. 

The stocks of nineteen companies, 
for which estimated earnings for the 
ear are available, closed on Decem- 

r 24 at price averages only 7.6 
times the estimated net income per 
share, as compared with a ratio 
twice that great six months ago. 

During the recent “bull” market 
throughout the country. stocks were 
generally accepted as being worth 
from ten to fifteen times their an- 
nual earnings per share, and noth- 
ing has happened to change this 
view, except that not many stocks 
are still selling at that ratio. 

This should mean that the stocks 
of the leading automobile manu- 
facturers are now selling at what 
will later be seen as bargain prices, 
even though they may not appear 
so at the present time and may go 
lower before they go higher. Fol- 
lowers of the stock markets over a 
period of years have seen stocks at 
five to ten times their earnings. 
where they are now, but in the past 
they have always come back to 
ratios of from ten to fifteen times 
income, and the only question now 
seems to be as to when such a move 
will again take place. But the 
financial writers are pretty well 
agreed that many stocks, including 
some of the automotive, are now at)! 
good investment buying levels 

General Motors, the motor lead- 
er, is now selling at only 7.2 times 
the estimated per share earnings 
for 1929, estimated on a conserva- 
tive basis of $5.50 a share. The 
stock closed at $39.75 on Decem- 
ber 24. The shares of this corpo- 
ration have shown strength re- 
cently around $40 a share, indi- 
eating that it is getting support 
there, although it has a low for 
the year below $34.

Congress’ Action to Speed 


ASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Action 
+ of the House Committee on 

Roads, which favorably reported 
the Dowell bill providing $125,000,- 
000 per year for the next three 
years for Federal aid, means that 
passage of the measure will speed 
up, by at least 50 per cent., the 
Federal-aid program of the U nited 
States. 

The committee’s vote on the 
$50,000,000 increase was unanimous. 
At the present rate of highway con- 
struction approximately 3,000 miles 
per year is added to the Federal- 
aid system, the increase will mean 
that for the next three years a 
total of 12,000 miles annually can 
be completed towards the govern- 
ment’s 187,753-mile program of 
Federal-aid highways. 

The views of the forty-eight state 
highway commissioners, on the 
question of increased Federal-aid,

ond 5-Year Exten- 
sion for Jan. 


EW YORK, Dec. 26.—More 
than 1,700 patents will be cross- 
licensed by the automobile manu- 
facturers in the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce 
when the second five-year exten- 
sion becomes operative on Janu- 
ary lL. 
This broad co-operative plan was 
| originally for a ten-year period, 
with a renewal in 1925, and is now 
scheduled for a further extension to 
1935. 

The manufacturers have believed 
that each was the gainer if he con- 
tributed his own patents and in re- 
turn received rights under the pat- 
j}ents of the remainder of the indus- 
try. The agreement has operated so 
| successfully that the motor industry 
has been free from patent litigation 
among its members for the past fif- 
teen years, most important of all, 
the public has been furnished bet- 
ter cars than would have been pos- 
| Sible under any other circumstances. 

In the first agreement, each 

manufacturer contributed what he 
| owned in the way of development 
patents and was licensed under the 
patents owned by members who 
did likewise. That agreement also 
included patents taken out during 
| the succeeding ten years. 
With the extension for a five-year 
period, only those patents held at 
the renewal period were included, 
any later acquired patents remain- 
ing the exclusive property of the 
member 

The second extension agreement, 
which becomes operative on Janu- 
ary 1, will include the patents owned 
by signing members at that time,

Although members have until 
January 1, more than 40 have al- 
ready signed the agreement, repre- 
senting approximately 1,600 pat- 
ents, of which over 900 were 
issued since 1925, and are thus in 
the agreement for the first time.

The National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce Cross-Licensing 
Agreement has not alone enabled

RENTON, N. J., Dec. 26.—New 
car registrations in New Jer- 
sey for the first eleven months of 
this year gained 17,275 units or 
16.2 per cent. over the previous 
record year of 1928, while in No- 
vember the registrations were 550 
less than in November of last 
year, a decrease of 9.2 per cent. 
This was the first month in 1929 
that new car registrations showed 
a loss, and is directly traceable to 
the showing made by Ford, which 
registered only fifty-four units 
ahead of its November, 1928, fig- 
ures, compared with a gain of 645 
units in October. 

Chevrolet showed continued sales 
strength in November and reduced 
its net decrease from 2.5 per cent. 
in the ten-month period to 1.7 per 
cent. at the end of eleven months, 
being but 360 units behind its all- 
time record, established in New Jer- 
sey in 1928. 

Auburn continued to make gains 
both in monthly registration and 
in the eleven months’ period. 
Other makes showing increases in 
November were Dodge, Essex, 
Franklin, Hudson, Hupmobile, Lin- 
coln, Oldsmobile, Peerless, Pierce- 
Arrow and Stutz.

AWRENCE P. FISHER, president of Cadillac, is getting 
ready for one of the biggest years in the history of the 
company. When it became known that a new V-16 Cadillac 
would be displayed for the first time at the New York Auto- 
mobile Show, orders for the new unit began to arrive at the 
factory, despite the fact that no prices have been announced. 
Cadillac has been specializing and developing V-type 
motors since 1915 and thousands of people are very anxious 
to see the new automobiles. 
AS the automotive industry led in the use of steel this 
year, or has it taken a back seat in favor of the rail- 
roads? This is a question that will be known in a few days. 
Back in 1928 it is reported that automobiles, by the 
narrow margin of 0.74 per cent., won over the railroads 
as a consumer of finished steel. Reports have it that in 
that year the motor cars used 5,640,509 tons of finished 
steel, or 17.76 per cent. of the total. Railroads used 5,040.101, 
a close second, with 17.02 per cent. 

It is estimated that motor car output for 1929 is ap- 
proximately a million more than the 1928 figures. However, 
the railroads have forged ahead at a rapid rate and it is be- 
lieved that freight car purchases for the year will total 
106,000 compared with 44,763 in 1928. Locomotive pur- 
chases have increased from 600 to 900. Track material 
varies little, but bridge construction has increased.
